A Knotty (Jnestlon To Be Soived-What 


Became of the Proceeds of the 8910,- 


OOO Bonds and Certificates? 


Many years ago, say about nine, a 


railroad was chartered in the name of 
the Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
railroad to extend from Cessna station, 
in Bedford county, to Brooks Mills, in 
Blair county, thus connecting Bedford 
and Altoona by the lines already oper- 
ated as railroads from each oi the sta- 
tions named. As usual in building 
railroads, the charter and the proposed 
bed of the road were covered with 
a mortgage sufficiently large to build 
the road three or four times. This line 
was let for construction and $356,000 
of the first mortgage bonds disposed of. 
Some little work was done on the road 
bed, the laborers were not paid, they 
sued the company, got judgments and 
the road was sold out at sheriff's sale 
and bought in to hold for reorganiza- 
tion. 


In 1S94 the road was reorganized 


and chartered, this time in the name of 
the Pennsylvania Midland Railroad 
company, and not to be outdone or to 
be considered modest, the new compa- 
ny placed on the charter, the road bed 
and the air through 
which it pro- 


posed to have a road, a mortgage of 
81,900,000. Of the bonds of this mort- 
gage 3510,000 were issued and disposed 
of. The contract to build the road was 
again let and work commenced with a 
more formidable show of completion. 
Within a few months, however, the 
contractors, laborers and material men 
were presenting claims against the 
company aggregating nearly 550,000 
and clamoring for their pay—and the 
treasury of the company was bankrupt. 
Application was made to the court for 
a receiver and a receiver was appoint- 
ed. The receiver came into court and 
asked that receiver's certificates be 
issued to an amount sufficient to pa.v 
contractors' and laborers' bills and 
enough to complete the railroad. Af- 
ter a hearing the court ordered that 
850,000 of receiver's certificates be is- 
sued to pay labor bills then due and 
$150,000 to complete the construction 
and equipment of the railroad, such 
certificates to be a first lien on all the 
property of the company. About S70,- 
000 of these certificates were negotiat- 
ed, but, as our people all know, 
no further work was done and the 
matter has stood in that way for sev- 
eral years. Finally the first receiver, 
being overworked, withdrew from his 
trust and another receiver was ap- 
pointed and proceedings commenced to 
foreclose the mortgage of the Pennsyl- 
vania Midland Railroad company with 
a view to selling out the concern and 
commencing anew. 


Then steps were taken by the trustee 


of the mortgage of the Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia railroad to foreclose 
and sell the property on that mortgage 
These questions were argued before 
the court Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday of this week and now await 
the order of the court. The holders of 
the 8356,000 of the mortgage bonds of 
the Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
Railroad company claim that they 
have a first lien on the property. The 
holders of the 870,000 receiver's certifi- 
cates claim that they have a first lien 
on the property and the holders of the 
8510,000 mortgage bonds of the Penn- 
sylvania Midland road claim that the 
bonds of the Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia railroad have no lien on the 
property. 


The court evidently has a knotty 


question to solve in determining the 
status of the claimants and how the 
order of sale shall issue. Lookers on 
wonder what became of all this money. 
Liabilities to the amount of $936,000 
stand out against this uncompleted 
railroad and there never was a time 
when the road could not have been 
constructed and equipped forSSOO.OOO. 
What became of the proceeds of the 
$910,000 bonds and certificates ? Who 
got that money ?

WASHINGTON, October 10.—That im-

Jffcw Money Order. 


Tae postofh'ce department has adopt- 


ed a new form of domestic money 
order, which will be introduced gradu- 
ally, or as supplies of the old form 
become exhausted, at the various post- 
offices throughout the country from 
this time on. The new form is some- 
what smaller than the order now in 
use. Its dimensions are about those 
of the ordinary bank draft. It has 
two adjuncts—the advice, or notifica- 
tion, to be sent by the issuing to the 
paying postmaster, being a reproduc- 
tio-i of the order through the use of 
carbonized paper (the manifold pro- 
cess), and a receipt for the amount, to 
be furnished by the issuing poslmaiter 
to the remitter. 
On the back of the 


order a separate space has been pro- 
vided for the stamps of banks through 
whic'i it may be passed for collection. 
The receipt, whic'i is to be furnished 
by the issuing postmister to the re- 
mitter, showing the number and date 
of the order and the amount for which 
issued, is also, in the main, a reproduc- 
tion, by the carbon process, of the 
writing and stamping on the order, 
hence must necessarily agree there- 
with. The adoption of a receipt has 
not hitherto been practicable. It will 
tend to popularize the postal money 
order, supplying more than all else 
what was needed to make it, in the 
estimation of the public, a perfectly 
satisfactory vehicle for the transmis- 
sion of small sums. Possession of the 
receipt will give the remitter a feeling 
of security. 
On the back of it he may 


make, for his 
own convenience, a 


memorandum of the name and address 
of the person to whom the remittance 
is made and the purpose for which it 
is sent. Production of the receipt will 
greatly facilitate 
reference to the 


records if it become necessary for the 
remitter to make application for a 
duplicate order or inquiry as to 
whether the original has been paid; 
and here again a saving of time will 
be effected.

FALL PASTURES. 


AdTHiitfifrcB of Some ol tie Cereal 


The present is u good time to con- 


lifler the methods of nipplylng ample 
pasture for stock this fall, says Pro- 
fessor W. A. Henry. If there is any 
possibility of scant pastures from the 
means already available, let one of the 
present gniiuliekls be devoted to that 
purpose. As soon as tlie grain crop is 
harvested let the Innil be prepared by 
plowing ami reducing to the finest pos- 
sible condition. 
Ou this well made 


seed bed sow oats, wheat, rye or barley, 
the lust named being far preferable. 
Where one wishes to gain both fall and 
spring pasture, rye will be found satis- 
factory. 
Where fall pasture only Is 


desired, by all means let barley be 
»own. When sown In midsummer, rye 
and wheat phmis are apt to show red 
rust in the hot weather, and this is a 
serious drawback in many cases. 


Barley is a wonderful plant In many 


particulars. Next to rye. it grows near- 
est to the north pole of any cereal In 
Europe, and still It flourishes in Arabia 
and other hot countries. Sown In mid- 
eummcr, young barley plants will in a 
short time reach a height where they 
can be pastured oil', and a barley pas- 
ture will hohl sood uutil late in the 
fall. 
Ou buvi'i-al occasions the writer 


of this lias seuu barley which was 
sown in July head out in tbe fall, and 
Uisi sciifcon a sample of mature barley 
grains wiih sent to us grown from the 
second crop. This, of course, Is nnu- 
sunl, but it shows what may happen. 
The first frwzus of fall do far less 
harm to young barley plants than to 
wlieat or oats, and this is an additional 
advantage. 


Fecv farmers realize how advanta- 


geously bomu of the cereal grains may 
prove for pasture purposes. They are 
apt to think of them only as grain 
producers-, when in truth wheat, rye, 
oats and barley are all grass plants as 
much as timothy and blue grass, 
though they do not form quite as dense 
sod. It is well to bear in mind the 
secondary value which these plants 
possess and use tbern whenever neces- 
sity or opportunity requires. 


Grasses and clovers can usually be 


sowu along wth these grains, with a 
good "catch" as the result I think 
that experience will show that even 
when the barley or oats are pastured 
off the grasses and clovers will still 
hold, and thus one can get a pasture 
crop and a catch of grass the same 
season. More experience is needed on 
these points, but the subject is an In- 
teresting one for those who are study- 
Ing to'increase the capacity of each 
field of his farm until all are made to 
produce to the utmost.

Snnflower Seed For Cattle Food. 
Sunflowers are no longer to be re- 


garded as mere garden ornaments with 
a faculty for turning their heads so 
that their large, full faces are aimed 
always at the sun. The plant Is a big, 
oily, gold producing article of com- 
merce and lias its own peculiar points 
of growth and management. 
It haa 


just been learned In England that sun- 
flower seed is the most fattening of all 
foods for cattle. Several farmers there 
are coining money by raising the plant 
wholesale for market Within a mile of 
the principal farm In the southern 
counties there are more sunflowers 
probably than in all other parts of the 
world. 
The farms look like great 


yellow mists when viewed from Edge- 
ton hill, 20 miles away. 


There'are 500 acres of sunflowers al- 


together, and when the ripe heads are 
cut in tbe fall the crop will yield about 
300 wagon loads of seed. The market 
value of the seed Is $50 a load—a total 
income of $15,000 for^the crop. 
The 


seed Is crashed and pressed into cattle 
calies. To raise these great sunflow- 
er crops the fields must first be fer- 
tilized with calf bone dust. That is an 
expensive feature. 
Twenty men are 


employed In the bone grinding mill. 


The fields have to be watched close- 


ly while the flowers are ripening. 
Blackbirds, starlings and 
especially 


sparrows know the fattening qualities 
of the seed and immense flocks of the 
birds come from all points of the com- 
pass to feast upon the growing crop. 
Boys are posted around the edges of the 
plantations during that period to scare 
the feathered thieves away. 


Wes« Iiidlnn Cattle. 


Some of the stockmen who have re- 


cently visited Cuba and Porto Rico 
have expressed their surprise at the 
large size of tbe native cattle, there 
having been no attempt made to Im- 
prove them by the use of bulls of the 
beef breeds. It must be remembered, 
however, that the abundant supply of 
highly nutritious pasturage throughout 
the year and the mild winters of the- 
SYest Indies permit the calf to grow to 
maturity without any check. This 
alone is enough to account for the 
large size attained by range cattle on 
those islands. 
The native stocks in 


Texas have degenerated from taxing 
the ranges too beavily and from the 
stunting effect 
of winter on young 


stock. 
With the food and climate 


which the Porto Rico cattle enjoy 
they ought to be large.—Live Stock.

NEW YORK, O :t?ber 10.—Never be it 


slid again that republics are ungrate- 
ful. It is not true. If it ever was it 
is not so to-day. No Caesar returning 
from abroad with the spoil robbed 
from conquered nations, with kings 
and queens chained to their chariot 
wheels, while countless 
thousands 


crowded the Appian Way, who, with 
joyous shouts, welcomed the conquer- 
ing hero back to Rome, and Ciesar 
himself on his chariot of gold enjoying 
to the full the glory of a Koman tri- 
umph. Even that grand outpouring of 
a grateful nation for victories won did 
not equal the splendid pageant which 
greeted the return of the nation's hero, 
Admiral Dewey. It was in the spring 
and early summer of 1S'J3 that his 
native land was in the throes of a revo 
lution. It seemed as though the leaven 
of national disintegration was at work. 
On oar eastern border the Queen of the 
Antilles had sent up an appealing cry 
to heaven bitterer than Mara's water 
More disheartening than the cry that 
went up out of Raman, when Rachel 
mourned for her children and refused 
to be comforted because they were not. 
Spain, growing more arrogant as she 
hastened toward her doom and closed 
her ears to every appeal for justice 
from the native population, held the 
bond of slavery. 
Between the op- 


presiedand the oppressor had been one 
long death struggle of three hundred 
years. 


The venerable Lascassas has given 


the fearful story to the world, where 
Spanish tryanny could only end with 
Cubui extermination—the 
inhuman 


curse that has characterized their do- 
minion in every portion of the world. 
They were lovers of slavery; they ab- 
horred freedom except for themselves. 
In whatever new land they discovered 
the native population were reduced to 
the most abject slavery, and so cruel 
was their government that it only 
took a few years to exterminate the 
original owners of the soil. The grand 
triumph presented to Admiral Dewey 
was a tribute froto tbe great heart of 
the people and not a recognition by 
the government; a magnificent victory 
won which had enlarged our domain 
far beyond the area of the republic 
when we broke away from England and 
declared our independence. 
The prize 


won by Admiral Dewey on May 1,1S9S. 
will stand recorded in naval history— 
was one of the grandest triumphs ever 
achieved on sea or land. It was a phe- 
nomenal 
victory viewed from any 


standpoint. 


It was about two weeks before May 


1 that Admiral Dewey received the 
following telegram 
from 
Secretary 


Long, of the navy: "The Spanish fleet 
at Manila must be either captured or 
destroyed." Our fleet had been driven 
out of Hong Kong by the remonstrance 
from the Spanish consul to the Eng- 
lish governor, and this action was not 
calculated to mollify the feelings of our 
sailors in regard to their Spanish foes, 
and, from the commander of the fleet 
down to the powder monkey, they 
were full of fight and ready to pitch 
in at a moment's warning. The Phil- 
ippines were sighted on April 30 and 
on Sunday morning, May 1, the admi- 
ral's flagship summoned the captains 
of the fleet to confer with the admiral. 
The announcement was exceedingly 
brief. 
Gentlemen, we are going to 


fight to-day; and without any further 
to do, he turned on his heel and walked 
away. 
The announcement, though 


a welcome and that which seemed at 
first a very simple affair amplified day 
after day and when finally completed 
turned out to be the grandest triumph 
ever accorded to a soldier or sailor 
since the foundation of the republic. 
The great city of New York took up 
the welcome, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were expended, and, if needed, 
as much more could have been pro- 
cured; he arrived at our city two days 
before he was expected and his wel- 
come began at once. The bay was 
alive with all sorts of craft, from a 
dingy to a battleship; presents poured 
in on him from every part of the nation 
and distinguished visitors from every 
country of the civilized world were 
there to pay their respects. Naval 
visitors 
and 
distinguished soldiers 


called on him every day and one of the 
most remarkable scenes that occurred 
during the week took place when 
Governor Koosevelt called on him. 
He is known throughout the land as 
the chief of the Rough Riders. When 
Dewey was rts applicant for the ad- 
miralty of our Asiatic fleet Governor 
Roosevelt was assistant secretary of 
the navy. Adistinctionhasbeenshonn 
Admiral Dewey never accorded to any 
naval commander. When recalled home 
by the president, who desired to be 
aided by his counsel, he was informed 
that his flagship was at his service, he 
could come or go at his leisure, take 
whatever route pleased him and when 
he was perfectly ready the president 
would be happy to receive him at 
Washington. 
I have no memory of 


such distinction being accorded to a 
naval commander before. Hisluckystar 
was in the ascendant and New York de- 
sired to give him a welcome when be 
first put foot on his native shore upon 
his return home. It has been one of 
the most remarkable weeks within my 
memory. 
The admiral, in the first 


place, was unlike all other naval com- 
manders. 
There was nothing about 


him of tbe naval martinet; he was a 
good, plain American sailor. 
Only 


this and nothing more. 
All sorts of 


people were welcomed to his ship: he 
gave his heartiest handshake to Jim 
Jeffries, the prize-fighter, as be did to 
General Miles, the commander of our 
army, and a little drama was enacted 
on Thursday thatwarmedup the hearts 
of those that witnessed it and gained 
him a place in the affections of the 
people. A lady had come clear from 
Poughkeepsie with her son, a b-igbt 
little boy of about eight years old, but 
unfortunately she found she had ar- 
rived just too late, as the time for re- 
ceiving visitors had just expired. Sbe 
circled around the Olympia two or 
three times and the tears welled up to 
her eyes for the disappointment of her 
boy. At that moment she caught the 
admiral's eye, who. divining that some- 
thing was wrong, called an orderly to 
ask her what bhe wanted. 
Her boy 


wanted 
to 
see 
the admiral and 


the admiral told the orderly to help 
the lady on board. 
He was a haad- 


some boy and Dewey took him by the 
hand, saying, "My son, what can I do 
for you?" "I want to see Bob, sir." 
•'I thought you wanted to see the ad- 
miral?" 
"No, sir; I wanted to see 


Bob." 
"My dog's name is Bob," the 


admiral replied with feelings of gen- 
uine grief, "Poor Bob, he is in the hns- 
pital, sick." He shook the youngster 
by the hand and assured him if he 
would call again and Bob was alive he 
would have him on deck. 
An old 


sailor standing near said : "That's the 
old man all over. I tell you, neighbor, 
he can't be a bad man who loves chil- 
dren and dogs and he is bound to be 
good when children and dogs love him.'' 


I will not attempt to describe the 


dazzling splendor of the procession or 
o! the grand exhibitions given in his 
honor during the last two days of bis 
stay. It was such a triumph as never 
was witnessed by any Roman emperor, 
ruler or king. It was a tribute from 
the great heart of the people, it was an 
indorsement from the best men of his 
time. His work is done. The hour of 
rest draws near and from our heart of

1S73 he went to Uniontown a compara- 
tive stranger, and began the practice 
of the law at the county seat of Fay- 
ette. Twenty years later he returned 
to his native county as judge of her 
courts, Greene county being at that 
time a part of the Fourteenth judicial 
district. 


Of Judge Mestrezat's success at the 


bar the profession in Pennsylvania is 
familiar. At the end of the first two 
years of his practice he was rewarded 
with a larger clientage than is usual 
with a young attorney. His success 
had been such that it attracted the at- 
tention of the late 
Chief 
Justice 


Charles B. Boyle, then the leader of 
the Fayette county bar, and in 1875 
he suggested to Mestrezat the forma- 
tion of a law partnership. The latter 
readily assented, and from that time 
Mr. Mestrezat became a prominent 
figure in the state and federal courts. 
The firm of Boyle & Mestrezat contin- 
ued until President Cleveland appoint- 
ed Mr. Boyle chief justice of the su- 
preme court of Washington territory. 
STANDING IN SUPREME COURT. 
The reports of the supreme court of 


Pennsylvania show that he was en- 
gaged in nearly every important cause 
taken to that court from Fayette coun- 
ty during his practice at the bar. The 
Dawson Bridge company case marked 
the close of his career before the su- 
preme court. This case attracted the 
attention of the profession through- 
out the state. In the court below Mr. 
Mestrezat was defeated, being unable 
to make the court see his position on 
the legal principles involved. 
They 


Imd not been passed upon by the su- 
preme court of the state. A large ver- 
dict under the instructions of the 
court was given against the bridge 
company. Mr. Mestrezat's client. 
He 


directed his client to take an appeal to 
tlie supreme court, where he argued 
the many intricate legal questions in- 
volved in the case, and secured a re- 
versal of the judgment of the court be- 
low. His position on the law was 
fully vindicated and sustained by the 
higher court. 


In all the years of his practice no 


attorney ever came into court with his 
cases mare thoroughly prepared. He 
was a ready and forceful speaker, and 
was prepared for every defense. He 
was true to his clients, making their 
cause his own. Feeling responsibility, 
lie listened patiently to details, and to 
his industry there were only the limits 
of time and strength. 


In 1893, when Fayette and Greene 


counties comprised the Fourteenth ju- 
dicial district, Mr. Mestrezat was elect- 
ed judee by a majority of over 2,000, 
and on Jan. 1, 1S94, he began his ju- 
dicial labors. On Jan. 1, 1898, upon 
the retirement of Judge Ewing, Judge 
Mestrezat became president judge of 
the Fourteenth judicial district. 


HE IS A DEMOCRAT. 


Judge Mesirezat is a Democrat, pos- 


sessing the Jeffersonian requisites of 
ability, honesty and faithfulness to the 
constitution. 
Prior to going on the 


bench he was active in the interest of 
the suro(*-.B of his party, though he 
never soujlit a political office. 
He 


comes from a long line of Democratic 
ancestors, and is in his political faith 
to the manner born. In 1S77 he was 
elected district attorney of Fayette 
county on the Democratic ticket in one 
of the most remarkable and fiercely 
contested campaigns in the history of 
the countv, and served a full term ot 
three years from the first Monday of 
January, IS7S. In 1SS4 and '85 he was 
chairman of the Democratic central 
committee of Fayette ronntv. He was 
a delegate to the convention that nomi- 
nated Black for governor in 1SSG. He 
was also a delegate to the Democratic 
convention at Chicago in 1892 thai 
nominated Cleveland for president. 


When Robert E. Pattlson was elect- 


ed governor in 1890 Mr. Mestrezat's 
friends asked that he be appointed at- 
torney general in the governor's cabi- 
net. While the appointment 'did not 
pome to the western part of the stats, 
the strong endorsement of his candi- 
dacy by the press of western Pennsyl- 
vania was a fitting tribute to his abil- 
ity as a lawyer. His candidacy re- 
ceived the endosement of the Fayette 
county bar. Leading lawyers and ju- 
rists in every section of the common- 
wealth also united in asking his ap- 
pointment. 


HIS FORCEFUL PERSONALITY. 
Judge Mestrezat was married about 


12 years ago to Eliza Wilson Ewing, 
daughter of Hon. .lolin K. Ewing, of 
Uniontown, his wife dying two years 
later. He is a member of the First 
Presbyterian church of Uniontown, and 
makes hla home at the West End hotel 
there. 


He is most democratic in his manner. 


His nature is frank and open. He im- 
presses you with the conviction that 
he makes no attempt to bridle his 
tongue or to control his natural feel- 
ings in his intercourse with his friends 
or acquaintances. This is because o£ 
his natural good sense and freedom 
from guile. He is one of the most 
approachable of men. There is an in- 


dtdate's career,' as outlined"i'n'bnr'ne'ws 
columns, has "been as creditable as it 
has been successful, and his reputation 
as a fearless, upright and able judge 
1s a sufficient gua.rar.t2e that" he will 
be a useful and honored member .of the 
court'to which his nomination neces- 
sarily elevates him."—Phila. Evening 
Telejraph.

SKETCH OF CHARLES J. REILLY,

publication of the proceedings of the 
Democratic state convention, compiled 
by J. W. Moyer, secretary of the state 
committee:
